ACCUSES U.S. NEWSMEN 


The Egyptian magazine Rose el 
Yusef carried the intelligence in a re- 
cent issue that of the 80 American 
correspondents at Bandung, 60 were 
“in fact FBI agents.” 

“‘Their job,’’ said the magazine, in 
a piece by an Egyptian reporter who had 
covered the conference, ‘‘was to get in 
touch with the delegates and spoil the 
work of the conference.” 


The article quoted ‘‘an Indonesian 
employe of the conference’’ to the effect 
that one of the correspondents rounded 
up a number of poor Indonesians, paid 
them, and had each tie a red handkerchief 
around his head. Then they were photo- 
graphed under a Communist sign for a 
picture which ran with the slug line 
“Communist Indonesia.’’

An airline comes 


Almost from the beginning, subsidizing in- 
fant industries has been a part of our govern- 
ment policy. When wisely administrated and 
not carried to excess, the policy has helped 
to launch many enterprises important to the 
national economy and defense. 

This policy was recognized in the Civil 
Aeronautics Act of 1938, which enabled 
the then struggling airline industry to get 
off the ground. The cost of developing serv- 
ice over thinly traveled routes was more 
than the infant airlines could have borne 
without some government aid, usually in 
the form of extra payment for carrying the 
mail. 

As the airlines grew into an integral part 
of the nation’s communications and trans-
